(CCSSO). The standards were developed in collaboration with teachers, 
school administrators, and experts, to provide a clear and consistent 
framework to prepare our children for college and the workforce. "

& Research from NAEP, College Board, various scholarly articles, and 
educational frameworks from high-performing international countries 
were used as a foundation for the CCSS. 

& The CCSS drafting process began in 2009, and the final version was 
available for adoption in June 2010. 

& Drafting was done by teachers, administrators, college professors, 
minority student advocates, and international education consultants. 

& Once drafted, the CCSS were open to public comment, and received more 
than 10,000 remarks nationally, which helped to shape their final version.

& Adopted by 45 of 50 states 

& National education grant funding is 
tied to CCSS implementation 

& All state assessments must be aligned 
with CCSS by 14-15; tests are being 
designed by two national consortiums: 
SMARTER Balanced and PARCC. 

& Missouri will use SMARTER Balanced 
assessments to replace the MAP in 
grades 3-8 as well as an End of High 
School college entrance exam

Major Math Emphases 



& The high school standards call on students to practice applying 
mathematical ways of thinking to real world issues and challenges', 
they prepare students to think and reason mathematically. 

& The high school standards set a rigorous definition of college and 
career readiness, by helping students develop a depth of 
understanding and ability to apply mathematics to novel 
situations, as college students and employees regularly do. 

& The high school standards emphasize mathematical modeling, the 
use of mathematics and statistics to analyze empirical situations, 
understand them better, and improve decisions.
